Demands Acheson Resign 


— Says State Depart- 
- ment Has Been Firm in 
Europe but Tender 

With Chinese Reds.

WASHINGTON, April 27 (AP) 
-—-Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, told 
the Senate today this country 
“mustn’t be stopped” from adopt- 
ing the MacArthur Far East pro- 
gram “by any possibility the Rus- 
sians may come into the war.” 

Taft demanded the resignation 
or dismissal of Secretary of State 
Dean Acheson as a step in that 
direction. 


He said the State Department 
has stood firm in Europe on re- 
peated occasions, but has followed 
a policy toward the Chinese Reds 
“that we've got to treat them 
tenderly.” 


“The Atlantic Pact itself could 
reasonably have been said to have 
invited from Russia some sort of 
action toward war,” Taft declared, 
and added there were other in- 
stances, too. 


Acheson or MacArthur? 


This country, he said, “has got 
to choose between Secretary 
Acheson and Gen. Douglas 
Arthur on which policy to fol- 
low.” He said he has “no hesita- 
tion” in declaring that it is Mae- 
Arthur’s program under which 
“we can reasonably hope to win.” 

Taft charged that the State De- 
partment “from the beginning 
wanted the Chinese Communists 
to win” the civil war in China. 


“They (Department officials) 
propagandized for the Commu- 
nists!” he shouted. “The Far 
Eastern section of the State De- 
partment was dominated by the 
Communists!” 

“That is not so!” replied Sena- 
tor McMahon (Dem.), Connecticut, 
who had been arguing with Taft 
in a continuation of debate over 
Asiatic foreign policy. 

Taft retorted that Gen. George 
C. Marshall, as Secretary of State 
before Acheson, “wanted the Na- 
tionalists to take the Communists 
into the Chinese government, de- 
spite what had happened in Yugo- 
slavia and other nations with co- 
alition governments.” 

Opposes “Appeasement.” 

Taft, who told the Senate yes- 
terday the Joint Chiefs of Stafi 
are under the Administration's 
thumb, said today he feared “we 
will wake some morning” and 
find Acheson’s “appeasement” 
policies have been adopted. 

“I don’t think the over-all fact 
of a strong pro-Communist influ- 
ence in the State Department can 
be disputed,” he declared.

TEHRAN, April 27 ‘AP) — 
Premier Hussein Ala of Iran and 
his Cabinet resigned tonight. 

Ala, who became Premier on 
March 11, after the assassination 
of Premier Ali Razmara, has been 
embroiled ever since in the 
Iranian drive to nationalize this 
nation’s vast oil wealth. 

Only last night a special parlia- 
mentary commission voted to 
speed up nationalization by im- 
mediate Government se 
the British-owned Anglo-Iranian 
Oil Co. 


The commission asked Parlia- 
ment to set up a 12-man Iranian 
government board to operate the 
company, the world’s fourth 
largest oil producer and major 
source of supply for the British 
navy.

The lawmak- 
ers approved oil nationalization in 
principle last month and gave the 
special commission until June 8 
to work out the procedure.

Reds Repulsed in Center. 

Little contact was reported all 
along the front. But U.N. troops 
beat back attacks in the center 
aimed at roads leading to Seoul. 
And in the extreme west, Allied 
forces fought a stubborn delaying 
action 14 miles nerthwest of 
Seoul, 


On the northern approaches the 
Chinese were about 10 miles from 
the old South Korean capital. 

Lt. Gen. James’ A, Van Fleet, 
United States Eighth Army com- 
mander, expresséd confidence 
they could be halted north of the 
Han river which borders Séoul 
on the south.

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NO EVASWE MOVE 
BY TWO PLANES IN 


KEY WEST GRASH 


Witness Tells Inquiry 
Board One Craft 
Gunned Its Engines 
Just Before Collision. 


KEY WEST, Fla., April 27 (AP) 
~-A naval board of inquiry was 
told yesterday that a Cuban air- 
liner and a Navy trainer plane 
apparently did not see each other 
until just a moment before the 
collision which cost 43 lives. 

Seaman M. C. Witherington of 
Goldsboro, N. C., testified that 
“neither plane took evasive ac- 
tion, but just a moment before 
the collision one of the plan 
gunned its engines.” 7 

He told Capt. R. S. Quacken- 
bush Jr., commander of the Boca 
Chica Naval Air Station and head 
of the board of inquiry, that the 
Navy plane struck the airliner on 
the west wing—the right wing of 
the southbound plane—and tore 
it off. The two planes moved 
apart and then the Navy plane 
exploded, he testified. 

Lt. E. J. L. Mennetier of the 
French Air Force, said he thought 
the airliner was making a shal- 
low bank to the left. ‘““My impres- 
sion was that the airliner was a 


bit higher than the Navy plane | 


and overrode it,” he said. 
Lt. V. C. Knott, a flight in- 
structor at the fleet training sta- 


' 


tion, testified that “Navy men on | 


some training flights use the Key 
West radio range which the com- 
mercial lines also use.” He said 
this might explain why they were 
in the same area. 


The Civil Aeronautics Board | 


also held a hearing on the col- 
lision. Its report will. be sent to 
Washington on completion. 
Meanwhile Navy divers con- 
tinued to bring wreckage and 
mangled bodies to the surface. 
Forty-one bodies have been re- 


-ecovered.

BRITAIN BELIEVED 
SHIFTING POLICY IN 


FAR EAST FOR U.S. | 


HONG KONG, April 27 (AP)— 
Observers here see another slight 
shift in British Far East policy 
in Minister of State Kenneth 
Younger’s statement to the House 
of Commons that Britain hopes 
to join the United States in a 
Pacific security system. 


British policy has been to try 
to work with the Chinese Reds 
on the theory such a course may 
drive a. wedge between Peiping 
and Moscow. , 

From this vantage point that 
policy seems to have had no ef- 


fect. In pursuing it, the British 
have endured many humiliations 
from Peiping and provoked an 
American embargo on Hong 
Kong. Younger’s expressed wil- 
lingness to join the United States 
in a Pacific pact will do the Brit- 
ish cause no good in Peiping. 
But the British don’t seem to 
care as much about Peiping’s 
feelings as they used to. 

The British recently seized the 
Chinese tanker Yung Hao in 
Hong Kong under an emergency 
order and took it to Singapore. 
Peiping’s protest still is echoing 
along the Asiatic coastline. 

Peiping has warned Britain re- 
peatedly to stop deporting from 
Malaya Chinese whom the British 
consider undesirable. London 
refused flatly and with a mini- 
mum of diplomatic courtesy to let 
Peiping send an_ investigation 
committee to Malaya.

More Strikes Could Occur. 

What can happen is easy to en- 
vision. On some pretext or other 
— most probably as a protest 
against the best oil deal the Brit- 
ish government can conceivably 
offer—a new wave of strikes will 
be launched. The official Iranian 
government, its hands partly tied 
by the fiery. unreasoning nation- 
alism that now grips all classes, 
will at first be weak. The army 
will be scattered to deal with the 
disorders, from Khuzistan to Ta- 
briz, from Tehran to Shira. 

Despite the optimistic denials 
of official American and British 
sources, it can now be stated on 
rather positive authority that the 
Soviets have prepared for the 
above situation by organizing 
“liberation” forces on their side 
of the border.

The UE also said that prices 
collected by BLS for use in pre- 
paring the index vary by as much 
as 100 per cent from prices col- 
lected for “identical” items by 
the Agriculture Department's Bu- 
reau of Agricultural Economics. , 
The BAE collects price data for 
use in computing farm parity. 

The BLS consumers’ price in- 
dex, which Barden is having in- 
vestigated, is used in practically 
every collective bargaining con- 
ference between labor and man- 
agement representatives to help 
show where workers stand in re- 
lation to living-cost changes. 

So the index is used to a great 
extent to help determine whether 
workers get more pay. Some la- 
bor contracts require automatic 
pay increases periodically when- 
ever the BLS index advances.

Three Things Needed. 

With this sort of danger ob- 
viously in the offing, the Iranians 
desperately need three things. 
They need a strong government, 
that can deal firmly with the 
fanatics of the Fedayan Islam and 
their allies, and thus create a new 
atmosphere in which Iran’s basic 
problems can be discussed with- 
out hysteria.

When Mayor Darst egregiously said that he 
did not know enough about the St. Louis school 
situation to be for or against the proposed tax 
increase and bond issue, he threw a bit of a 
scare into the friends of our public schools. 
But that may be a very good thing. 

Not so far as the Mayor is concerned, of 
course. For him, it must be the biggest blooper 
in a City Hall career by no means devoid of 
bloopers. For a man who is supposed to know 
about the schools as a matter of duty, and who 
must appoint school board members now and 
then, this was indeed a strange confession of 
being asleep on the job. It is all the more 
strange since several members of his adminis- 
tration were on the committee which recom- 
mended the increased levy and the loan. 


But it is good for the committee in charge of 
the school campaign, and for the community at 
large. It should mean that they will, in the 
words of old politicians, “run scared.” And 
when you run scared, you do not pass up a 
single chance to get a vote. The Mayor’s atti- 
tude should dispel all complacency. It should 
mean that every possible vote will be recorded 
to keep our schools from sinking into blight and 
decay. This is especially important for the bond 
issue which requires more than a simple major- 


ity for approval.

That such approval is warranted must be 
pretty clear to most people in St. Louis. Only 
one school building of any size, the L’Ouverture 
elementary school for Negroes, was built in the 
last decade. In that same period, the city has 
grown and its population pattern has~ changed. 
And more changes are taking place, especially 
in connection with slum clearance developments 
and with new building in the outlying sections. 
Thus, there is need not only to repair or re- 
place antiquated buildings, but also to build 
others in new locations. Yet no bonds for school 
construction have been approved since the 
$3,000,000 issue of 1934, and the proceeds of 
that, of course, were exhausted long ago. 


The overcrowding and the lack of facilities 
which have developed have been made abun- 
dantly clear in a long series of articles in the 
Post-Dispatch. What was in the days of Soldan 
and Harris and Blewett one of the very finest 
public school systems in the whole United States 
has gradually drifted into a marginal, precarious 
situation. The question now is whether this de- 
cay should be allowed to continue, or whether 
the community should meet at least the emer- 
gency building needs of its school system.

The case for the 12-cent tax increase is 
equally impressive. At least a modest increase 
in teachers’ salaries must be provided if compe- 
tent new teachers are to be recruited and if 
teachers now in the system are to be kept from 
gradually drifting into better paid fields. 


There must be some improvement, too, in re- 
tirement benefits which now average only $53 a 
month. In these days of inflated prices, this is 
a matter of simple fairness. Most of the extra 
tax money would go to school employes. A 
rather small part of it would be{used to meet 
the higher cost of coal, paper, pencils, chalk and 
books. 

The real beneficiaries, however, would be the 
city’s school children. And in an era of trouble 
and crisis, it is more important than ever that 
they be as well trained as possible. The future 
of the community and of the nation in large 
measure depend on the education of the citizens 
of tomorrow. 

- . * 

_ Fortunately, the cost is by no means prohibi- 
tive. The present school tax rate is 89 cents on 
$100 of assessed property value. The increase 
would bring this up to $1.01 for the next two 
years. The continuation of this rate would have 
Bond re- 
tirement costs would be about 7 cents over the 
customary 20-year period. 

These additional charges still would leave the 
St. Louis taxpayers’ school rate at less than half 
of the average rate in St. Louis county. The 
obvious point is that we have been squeezing 
our schools for years. Now to make them the 
victims of false economy would be nothing less 
than a community tragedy, a tragedy with seri- 
ous effects reaching far into the future. 

Maybe the Mayor does not understand this. 
But we trust that the people of St. Louis have 
given the problem more attention. And we feel 
confident that they will demonstrate this at the 
polls next Tuesday.

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The Sun of Agua Prieta 


For reasons quite unknown to us, this office 
receives each week a copy of El Sol (The Sun) 
of Agua Prieta, Sonora, just across the Arizona 
border, and for reasons we can only guess upon, 
this arrival is pleasant and reassuring. 

The latest edition informs us that the Agua 
Prieta Chamber of Commerce is busy getting a 
central telephone exchange, that last year’s 
baseball champions, the Juarez Indians, are back 
on the “diamonds of the king of sports,” that the 
Mexican Army is being reorganized “on a prin- 
ciple of war in times of peace,” and that pork 
loin can be served with a royal sauce. Editor- 
ially speaking, El Sol clearly and emphatically 
regrets “the attack on freedom of the press 
committed by the dictatorial government of the 
great sister nation of Argentina” against Le 
Prensa. 

About the only connection between El Sol and 
La Prensa was that both employed Spanish and 
freedom of the press, but this alone suggests 
why El Sol arrives in this office with a warm 
glow. When the press is endangered in much of 
the world and parts of our own hemisphere, a 
weekly editor in Agua Prieta apparently thinks 
it worth while to establish a bond with a news- 
paper in St. Louis. The Sun shines bright in 
Agua Prieta, and we hope it never sets.

Time to Mend the Roof 
President Truman wants to mend the roof 
while the sun shines. He told Congress, in his 
message requesting passage of a strengthened 


defense production act, that the present . 
' “breathing spell,” when prices have temporarily 


leveled off, is the time to get the economit 
stabilization machinery into shape for new 
strains that may lie ahead. His problem will be 
to convince Congress of the wisdom of doing the 
repair job before the rain starts again. With 
immediate -pressures eased, there is a tempta- 
tion to assume that inflation has been licked. 

As the President says, however, the defense 
program has not yet gone into high gear. When 
it does, more and more purchasing power will 
be put into circulation at the defense factories, 
while other factories will be turning out fewer 
and fewer civilian goods to spend the money on. 
The competition of money for goods may give 
inflation another spurt unless strong stabiliza- 
tion measures counteract it. | 

Mr. Truman’s message sets forth those meas- 
ures—more taxes, tighter credit controls, tighter 
rent control, more personal savings, stronger 
price and wage stabilization. But in some re- 
spects he himself does not appear to approach 
the problem with the sense of urgency which he 
asks of Congress. 

He has apparently hesitated to attack the 
problem of food prices head-on. He proposes 
only a minor change in the application of parity | 
standards to the price ceilings for farm prod- 
ucts. Instead of re-figuring parity each month, 
as now, he asks that it be figured only at the 
beginning of each marketing year. 

Since farm prices are usually highest just 
before the marketing season begins, it is diffi- 
cult to guess how much difference this plan 
would make. If it does not work, Mr. Truman 
wants Congress to consider other measures, in- 
cluding subsidies, to keep food costs down—but 
he does not ask that Congress consider them 
now. 

Mr. Truman is also vague on what to do about 
escalator clauses in wage contracts. He simply 
says that wages must be stabilized and that liv- 
ing costs must enter into the decision somehow. 
Perhaps his new Wage Stabilization Board will 
be able to reach a more specific conclusion. 
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Politics or a Real Probe? 

Are the politicians on Capitol Hill really in- 
terested in all the facts about Maritime Com- 
mission deals? Do they want to make such 
deals impossible in the future? Or are they just 
interested in enough figures to suggest another 
scandal which can be used against the White 
House? 

These questions come to mind in connection 
with the report of Senator Williams of Dela- 
ware that 1956 war-built merchant ships were 
sold at a loss of $2,800,000,000. Senator Wil- 
liams makes much of the fact that these were 
the Government’s best merchantmen, rather 
than battered old Liberty ships. This is not 
much of a point: Who would buy a slow, inef- 
ficient old tub? 

The real question is: Who got the better 
ships at such bargain prices, and why? Granted 
that other war surplus commodities were sold at 
a loss. Granted also that the people as well as 
the Government were in a hurry to get rid of 
almost everything that reminded them of the 
war. The question still remains why the Mari- 
time Commission followed such generous poli- 
cies, especially since this generosity was not 
merely of postwar blooming. 

Congress has had a quick look into this cor- 
ner of Washington before. It has looked just 
long enough to give the public the impression of 
strange goings-on, but it has never presented 
the full picture. That full picture, complete 
with names, should be developed, and the politi- 
cal chips should be allowed to fall where they 
will. 
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Election Test Down Under 


Australians will vote Sunday, which is nearly - 


Saturday by our time, on whether to strengthen 
the coalition Government of Prime Minister 
Robert Menzies. He took the unusual step of 
dissolving Parliament in an effort to win con- 
trol of the Senate. 

Mr. Menzies’ Liberal and Country party com- 
bine ousted Joseph Chifley’s Labor Government 
in 1949, after eight years of wartime rule and 
socialistic policies. But the coalition did not 
win control of the Senate. There the Laborites 
obstructed Mr. Menzies’ policies to broaden 
compulsory military training and to outlaw the 
Communist party. 

These have become major issues of the cam- 
paign. Though the rival parties oppose Commu- 
nism and support stronger defenses, they dis- 
agree thoroughly on methods. The situation 
has its ironical side, in which the “progressive” 
Labor party is standing pat and the conserva- 
tive coalition is demanding change. 


Mr. Menzies states that a stronger military 
draft and training program is required for de- 
fense in the Pacific area. Mr. Chifley holds to 
Australia’s traditional volunteer system for 
overseas duty. Mr. Menzies seeks to outlaw 
Communism as a “set of evil ideas foreign to 
our civilization.” Mr. Chifley replies that it is 
impossible to outlaw a set of ideas, however 
evil they may be.

No one should deceive himself, 
however, by assuming that we 
can now relax our strenuous ef- 
forts. Quite the opposite is true. 
What we have done so far con- 
sists essentially of laying a solid 
basis for future effort. , 

The major impact of the mili- 
tary build-up on our economy 
is still to come. Our planned 
expansion of defense produc- 
tion will not reach its peak for 
at least a year—and the infla- 
tionary pressures brought on 
by the defense effort likewise 
have not yet reached their 
Peak. 

The blunt fact is that the 
hardest part of the job still 
lies ahead. Nothing could be 
more foolhardy than to slacken 

the intensity .of our defense 
mobilization effort just because 
we have gotten off te a good 
tart.

When the Congress passed the 
Defense Production Act and when 
it passed the Military Appropria- 
tions Acts, it clearly intended that 
we should proceed with all speed 
to strengthen ourselves and join 
in strengthening the forces of 
freedom throughout the world. 


| War II, to build defense plants. 
At the present time, with some 
exceptions,: whether or not de- 
fense plants are built depends 
finally upon the decision of pri- 
vate business men. Certainly 
if private business men can and 
will build all the necessary fa- 
cilities, hout excessive cost 
to the taxpayers, that is prefer- 
able. But first and foremost, 
the Government must have the 
authority to obtain essential 
production. 


To help expand defense pro- 
duction, the Government also 
needs the power to give special 
financial aid to high cost produc- 
ers in order to obtain essential 
production from them without in- 
creasing price ceilings. Such “dif- 
ferential” subsidies were used 
very successfully in World War 
II, and saved American consum- 
ers and taxpayers many millions 
of dollars, because it was much 
cheaper to subsidize some high 
cost producers than to raise 
prices on the entire production 
of the commodities affected. 

In summary, to accomplish our 
defense production goals, the 
Defénse Production Act should be 
extended and strengthened, and 
adequate funds to carry out its 
provisions should be authorized. 
ECONOMIC STABILIZATION, 
Titles IV, V, and VI of the 
Defense Production Act relate 
to stabilization. 

It will be a tough job to ac- 
complish the production goals of 
our defense effort. It will, in 
many respects, be even harder to 
prevent our defense effort from

Full Range Needed. 

The full range of powers in- 
cluded in the Defense Production 
Act will be needed—and needed 
badly—until we are “over the 
hump” in our defense mobiliza- 
tion program.

All our plans must 
recognize, of course, that while 
we hope we can influence the 
actions of aggressors, we cannot 
control them—we hope we can 
prevent general war, but there is 
no way we can be sure. 

For at least the next two 
years we shall be driving ur- 
gently forward in our defense 
mobilization program. There- 
fore, it is of the greatest im- 
portance that the Defense Pro- 
duction Act be extended for 
that period. 

DEFENSE PRODUCTION. 
Titles I, II and III of the Act 
Relate to Production. 

Since June, 1950, the Govern- 
ment has placed orders for 
planes, tanks, guns, and other 
military equipment, facilities, and 
supplies in the amount of over 26 
billion dollars. As yet, only a 
small part of these orders’ have 
been filled and the goods deliv- 
ered. Furthermore, over 58 bil- 
lion dollars more in orders have 
yet to be placed before the énd 
of June, 1952. 

Must Build Rapidly. 

This is a tough production pro- 
gram because we must build our 
strength as rapidly as we can. 
The world situation could ex- 
plode at any time, and we must 
make every day count. 

Consequently, the Government 
is using extensively the powers 


granted in the defense production 


act to divert materials and plants 


from less important to more im- 
portant uses. Under these pow- 
ers, important metals, chemicals, 
and other materials—including 
such basic materials as steel, cop- 
aluminum—are being 
controlled and channeled to the 


per, and 
places they are most needed. 
For the next year, at least, 
it is obvious that controls ever 
materials will have te become 
tighter and tighter, as more and 
more of them will be diverted 
te essential production. Conse- 
quently, the allocations and 
priorities systems authorized in 
the Defense Production Act 
will be evem more necessary 


with increased defense costs, dis- 
ruption of production, and hard- 
ship for millions of families. 
For the next two or three 
years, the economy will be run- 
ning at forced draft. Industrial 
production and employment 
will be reaching new records. 
People will be working longer 
hours, many at overtime pay. 
Farmers will be producing and 
selling more crops. All of this 
will mean higher incomes— 
more money for people to 
spend, At the same time, much 
of our manpower and plant ca- 
pacity will be diverted to build- 
ing defense plants and produc- 
ing military goods — leaving 
that much less civilian goods 
for people to buy. 

More money to spend than 
there are goods to buy — that 
creates the so-called “infla- 
tionary gap.” Without an effec- 


* tive stabilization program, the 


excess spending power could be 
translated into higher and high- 
er prices. 

If we are successful in pre- 
venting another world war, at 
the end of two or three years, 
we should be able to close the 
inflationary gap by producing 
enough civilian goods to match 
the buying power of businesses 
and consumers. This can be 
done when our expenditures 
for military purposes and for 
new plants will have leveled 
off—and the vastly increased 
productive power of the coun- 
try can be devoted in greater 
proportion to civilian goods. 

But in the meantime, until 
we are “over the hump,” we 
face an extremely difficult 
problem in stopping inflation. 

Fortunately, we are now in a 
relatively good position to pre- 
pare for the tough period ahead. 
After the Korean invasion, and 
again after the Chinese interven- 
tion, there were speculative buy- 
ing rushes by business men and 
consumers which, coupled with 
the expansion of defense orders, 
resulted in prices surging up- 
ward. The wholesale price index 
rose 16 per cent from June 27, 
1950, to Feb. 6, 1951. The index 
of consumer prices rose 8 
cent from June 15, 1950, to Feb. 
15, 1951. 

Output Up, Buying Down. 

Now, however, tax, credit, and 
price and wage control 
have taken hold. Prod 


ings on prices, including the 
prices of farm products, and 
on rents, in order to stabilize 
the cost of living during the 
defense period, te hold down the 
cost of the defense program to 
the taxpayers, and te prevent 
profiteering. 

5. We must stabilize wages 
and salaries at fair levels, to 
restrain excessive consumer de- 
mand and to prevent rising 
business costs from forcing 
price increases. ' 

This is an anti-inflation pro- 
gram that will work. It includes 
measures‘to absorb excess pur- 
chasing power, and measures to 
stop prices and costs from jump- 
ing upward. This program will 
work if all these measures are 
employed to Support and rein- 
force one another. We must fight 
inflation on every front and with 
every possible weapon if we are 
to succeed. 

TAXES. 
A large federal deficit would 
be a powerful inflationary force, 
because the Government would 
be pouring more money into the 
economy than it was taking from 
it. The effects would be multi- 
plied in a period of rising ex- 
penditures, when Government or- 
ders and the private borrowing 
and spending which they stimu- 
late exceed the actual budget ex- 
nditure figures. 
"Tan effective stabilization pro- 
gram requires that we hold fed- 
eral expenditures to the minimum 
necessary for mational security 
and a strong nation. The January 
budget reflects such a policy, and 
I know the Congress will apply 
the same standard in reviewing it. 
An effective stabilization pro- 
gram also requires that taxes be 
high enough at least to balance 
the budget. 
Facing Deficit. 

The Federal Government will 
show a surplus for the current 
fiscal year, ending on June 30. 
This is a good record. But, un- 
fortunately it does not mean we 
are on a pay-as-you-go basis. Dur- 
ing the present quarter and from 
here on out, until taxes are 
raised, we will be operating at a 
deficit. The latest figures show 
that to balance the budget as de- 
fense outlays continue to rise will 
require the Congress to enact 
during this year at least the 10 
billion dollars in additional taxes 
I have recommended. 

The people of our country are 
going to have to pay for the de- 
fense program sometime; the sen- 
sible thing to do is for us to pay 
for it as we go, through fair taxes. 

SAVINGS. 

This is also the sensible time 
to put every possible dollar into 
savings. Every additional dollar 
saved helps hold down the cost 
of living, and puts aside money 
that will be available later on,

The 
Government has certain emer- 
gency powers it can use te 
place direct controls over bank 
lending, if that proves te be 
necessary. In addition, I be- 
lieve that the Federal Reserve 
Board should be given author- 
ity by the Congress to impose 
additional requirements for 
bank reserves. I expect te 
transmit specific recommenda- 
tions on this subject to the 
Congress in the near future. 

Furthermore, I recommend 
that the Congress authorize the 
control of margins for specula- 
tion on commodity futures 
markets, Whenever the specu- 
lative fever hits these markets, 
we should be able te dampen 
it promptly with reasonable re- 
quirements for minimum mar- 
gins. This is the same kind of 
authority which the Federal 
Reserve now exercises 
in respect to the stock markets. 
PRICE AND WAGE CONTROLS. 
Price and wage controls do not 
cure the basic cause of inflation 
—~—the inflationary gap between 
the supply of goods and the vol- 
ume of buying power. | 
The cure can come about only 
by closing the gap—through tax, 
saving, and credit programs which 
reduce the demand for goods, on 
the one hand, and production pro- 
grams which increase the supply, 
on the other. But until the in- 
flationary gap .is closed through 
these measures, price and wage | 
controls are indispensable in 
checking the price rises which 
oth ise would result. At the 
present time, it is clear that these 
controls must be maintained and 
strengthened. 
On Jan. 26, a general ceiling 
price regulation was issued, 
freezing most prices at the high- 
est level they had reached in the 
previous four weeks. At the 
same time, a similar regulation 
stopped, for the time being; 
further wage increases. 

Emergency Measures. 

Both the price and wage freezes 
of January were intended as 
emergency measures to hold down 
price and wage increases tempo- 
rarily, until more workable regu- 
lations could be developed and 
the staff assembled to put them 
into effect. These January regu- 
lations were a necessary step. 
But, inevitably, they froze all 
sorts of distortions and inequities 
into the price and wage structure. 
They left some sellers operat- 
ing at a loss, and others making 
excessive profits. They caught 
many retailers in an unfavorable 
position as against their ‘whole- 
salers; many wholesalers § as 
against manufacturers; many 
manufacturers as against raw ma- 
terials producers. They caught 
many workers in the process of 
negotiating for wage adjustments 
which other workers had already 
obtained. 
Many of these kinks in the 
price-wage structure have to be 
ironed out in order to achieve a 
situation which is fair and rea- 
sonable enough to hold firm 
against the new inflationary pres- 
sures we expect. Necessarily, 
there will continue to be some 
differences in the impact of price 
and wage regulations as among 
individuals or firms: these will 
be minimized. but they are in- 
evitable if we are to have real 
stabilization.

business men and farmers will 
have to forego substantial in- 
creases in income for the same 
reason. 

The Defense Production Act has 
special provisions regarding ceil- 
ings on farm products. It pro- 
hibits setting price ceilings on 
agricultural commodities below 
either the parity price or the 
highest price attained in the May 
24—June 24, 1950, period, which- 
ever is higher, This provision has 
led to considerable misunder- 
standing; it has often been said to 
prevent price ceilings on farm 
products. This is, of course, not 
so. Prices of several of the major 
farm products, including meats, 
cotton, and wool, are above the 
legal minimums and consequently 
are subject to price ceilings. For 
example, a dollars-and-cents ceil- 
ing has been placed on cotton at 
the producer level. 


Some Prices Below Parity. 
Prices paid to farmers for some 
farm commodities, however, are 
below parity. These prices can not 
be controlled, under the present 
law, until they rise to the parity 
level. This has led to some pro- 
posals to change the law to permit 
price ceilings to be placed on 
farm products below parity levels. 
I do not believe such proposals 
are justified under present cir- 
cumstances, The parity principle, 
which is the basis for our agri- 
cultural laws, is the best guide 
we now have available to ‘judge 
what is a fair return to farmers. 
I do believe, however, that 
for price control purposes, the 
parity price fer each com- 
modity prevailing it the start 
of its normal marketing season 
should be applied throughout 
the balance of the marketing 
season, just as is the case in 
most of our agricultural price 
support programs. I recom- 
mend that the defense produc- 
tion act be amended te provide 
for this. Under this amend- 
ment, the parity price will con- 
tinue to be a minimum stand- 
ard for each price ceiling. The 
amendment will, however, sub- 
stantially improve the admin- 
istration of price control on 
food products and will forestall 
the inflationary effects of fre- 
quent changes in the computa- 
tion of the parity price of in- 
dividual farm commodities. . 
The current oatlook is for sta- 
ble food prices, at least for some. 
months to come. However, if we 
find that we can not hold the 
line on food prices with the 
powers recommended here, we 
shall need to consider legislation 
authorizing, the use of other de- 
vices, including limited food sub- 
sidies to prevent necessary farm 
price increases from being re- 
flected in rises in the cost of liv- 
ing. Such subsidies were very 
successful in World War II, and 
saved consumers and taxpayers 
far more than they cost. The 
stabilization agencies are keeping 
close watch on the areas where 
need for these subsidies may de- 
velop, and the Congress will be’ 
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CONTROL. 


A serious deficiency in the pres- 
ent stabilization structure is the 
absence of an effective rent con- 
trol law. For millions &f fam- 
ilies with low or moderate in- 
come, rent accounts for as much 
as 15 per cent or more of the 
total family budget. If costs of 
living are to be stabilized, it is 
obvious that increases in rents 
must be stopped and the line held,

In addition to the control of 
rents on residential housing, an 
effective stabilization program in 
this period requires that the Gov- 
erfiment be able to control busi- 
ness rents. Rents are an import- 
ant part of the cost of doing 
business at wholesale and retail 
levels. 

Rentg Threaten Small Firms. 


With the high levels of busi- 
ness activity, sales and warehouse 
space has been at a premium for 
many months. Business rents are 
rising in many cities and fur- 
ther sharp increases are threat- 
ened in the coming months. Un- 
less controls are authorized, many 
businesses, particularly small 
firms, will face rent and hence 
cost increases, which will either 
drive them out of business or re- 
quire a break in price ceilings. 
The keystone of our stabiliza- 
tion program is to share fairly 
the necessary burdens imposed by 
the defense effort. We can do 
this best by holding the cost of 
living. stable 
iteering by 
ing for our military needs 
through higher taxés. A rounded 
stabilization program, such as I 
have outlined, can accomplish 
these ends. 


SUMMARY .OF PROPOSED

“IN. SHALE DEPOSITS) 


’ AEC Official Urges Oil Group 
Here to Expand Explora- 
tion Activities. 


Huge potential reserves of 
uranium might be found in the 
. United States along the edges of 
| of marine sediments, 
particularly in black shales and 
phosphorites, the American As- 
sociation of Petroleum Geologists 
was told yesterday. 

Phillip L. Merritt, assistant di- 
. rector, division of raw materials, 
* United States Atomic Energy 
, Commission, speaking at the final 
session of the convention at Ho- 
tel Jefferson, said discovery of a 
+ large deposit of this type of sedi- 
ment could be of great im- 
. portance to the nation. 

‘ Although the uranium deposits 
in marine sedimentary rocks are 
low and present difficult re- 
covery problems, they represent 
important reserves, Merritt said. 

Highest concentrations of uran- 
_ fum so far discovered in marine 
* sediments have been found in 
* Florida, Wyoming, Montana and 
Idaho, he said. Black shales of 
Tennessee, Kentucky, Michigan, 
. Minnesota and Wisconsin might 
_ produce uranium also, he said. . 
“Our largest potential reserves 
» Of uranium, as we know them 
_ how, are in the drainage basins 

of the Colorado and San Juan 
rivers, an area of 130,000.square 
miles in Colorado, Utah, Arizona 
and New Mexico,” Merritt said. 

He urged oilmen to expand 
, their exploration activities to in- 
clude a search for uranium de- 
posits. He pointed out that cer- 
tain oil and uranium deposits 
‘ have many geologic similarities 
» but for the most part uranium 
_ possibilities have been ignored 
up to now. 

In another address, Frederic H. 
. Lahee of Sun Oil Co., Dallas, told 
" the geologists that in 1950 there 
were 10,306 exploratory holes for 
oil drilled, the most in history. 

Percentage of successful wells, 
* however, was 19.5 per cent last 
year compared with 20.2 per cent 
in 1949, he said. 

Financing and drilling of new 
wells last year was carried out 30 
per cent by major oil companies 
and 70 per cent by minor com- 
panies and independents, Lahee 
said. Major companies developed 
16.2 per cent of their wells as 
producers compared with 9.1 per 
cent for the minor companies and 
independents. 

He said statistics indicate that 
only about one well in every 44 
drilled attains production of the 
1,000,000 barrels necessary for 
the well to be economically suc- 
cessful.

bilities of new oil fields was pre- | 
sented to the convention by 
Charles DeBlieux, geologist of 
New Orleans. 

DeBlieuz described the method 
of studying the tone and .exture 
of large areas to determine the 
presence of oil domes beneath 
the ground through interpretation 
of aerial photographs.

A slim British captain, bespec- 
tacled M. G. (Mike) Harvey, thus 
proudly hailed the remnants of 
his company. He had led them 
north to escape capture by the 
Chinese, then brought them back 
south 15 miles to Allied lines. 

The survivors (number deleted) 
are all that are left of the First 
Battalion of the Royal Gloucester- 
shire Regiment. Their losses were 
nearly half of the casualties (num- 
ber deleted) suffered by the 
Twenty-ninth Commonwealth Bri/ 
gade in three days of attempting 
to stem the big Red offensive. 

The men of the Twenty-ninth 
Brigade had taken terrific punish- 
ment. But they had inflicted an 
estimated 10 to 20 casualties for 
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every man of their own unit killed 
or wounded. 

Five of the 15 miles were cov- 
ered in 90 minutes of walking, 
running and even crawling down 
rock-studded hillsides. The last 
10 miles were a wild dash on 
United States tanks which the lit- 
tle company had met on its flight. 


under almost constant enemy fire 
during that 10-mile ride. Some 
were wounded and were held on 
by their comrades. Others fell 
off the tanks and had to run 
madly to catch up. 

A brigade officer said between 
70,000 and 80,000 Chinese struck 
the brigade front at the start of 
the offensive. 

“It was just a simple case of 
too many of the blighters for us 
to handle. The overwhelming 
weight of the Chinese forces 
pushed the main body of the 
brigade back as the Gloucesters 
were cut off. 

“There were some nasty scenes 
up there. I saw a column of our 
tanks coming back, carrying piles 
of dead and wounded with the 
blood running down the side of 
the tanks.” 

The Gloucesters’ regimental log 
carried this notation in the writ- 
ing of Brig. Gen. Thomas Brodie, 
brigade commander: 

“Only the Gloucesters could 
have done it.”

A BATTALION COMMAND 
POST, Western Front, Korea, 
April 27 (UP)—Chinese bugles 
blared at 10 minutes after 8 last 
night in front of this battalion. 


Fifteen hundred Chinese Com- 
munists, screaming “Kill G.I.s” 
began an attack that surged over

one of our companies to the ridge 
overlooking this command post. 
For 12 hours this battalion 
headquarters fought by telephone 
and radio to co-ordinate the de- 
fense. At daylight this morning 


the command post dropped the | 


telephones and took up rifles and 
machine guns to stem the break- 
through. 

This is the log of the 12-hour 
fight. Its characters are the 
battalion commander and his staff,

blacked-out room of a dirty 
Korean hut where about 10 offi- 


cers and men were for 
the attack in a ae ot tele- 
phones ahd wires. | 

8:10 p.m.—*“Bugles in front of | 
George company.” 

9:17 p.m—Lt. ‘Col. Richard 
Byrne of East Braintree, Mass... 
the battalion commander, says | 
calmly over the phone to regi- | 
mental headquarters: “We are get- | 
ting heavy pressure on George | 
company.” 

9:39 p.m.—An officer, relaying 
to the crowded room from | 
George Company, reports: 
“They're coming through in 
waves into the center of George 
« « » right on top of them now. 
. . » they’re coming into the fox- 
holes.” 

On another phone Byrne is 
talking to his regimental com- 
mander. First Lt. Neal Greer of 
Blackwell, Okla:, artillery liaison 
officer, is telling his gun crews 
where to fire in front of George 
Company. Byrne orders Greer: 
“Tell them to put everything 
they’ve got in there.” 

9:43 p.m—The captain, now 
listening to George Company’s 
radio operator, says to the room, 
“They're through George Com- 
pany. Their radio operator is 
running down the road. He says 
the company is all busted up.” 

Byrne grabs a phone to ask 
regiment to send up a reserve 
company to plug the gap. He tells 
the captain to contact a group of 
rangers behind George Company. 
The captain talks to the rangers. 

“They say they are in a draw 
and being hit on all sides,” he 
reports. Byrne takes the phone: 
“Can you hold where you are?” 
The voice of the ranger officer 
at the other end could be heard 
clearly in the quiet room: 

“Yes sir, I'll try.” 

For the next three hours Byrne, 
Greer and the captain struggle 
with broken phone lines, broken 
radio contact and the sure knowl- 
edge that what is now left of 1500 
Chinese are making their way to- 
ward the command post. 

In addition to the reserve com- 
pany, four tanks and two ar- 
mored half-tracks are on the way 
to stop the enemy drive. These 
movements take place slowly in 
the darkness. Haze and clouds 
obscure what would have been a 
bright moon. 

Seven men from George Com- 
pany who had slipped away from 
the Chinese and worked over the 
ridges to the command post 
gathered _n the blackness around 
parked jeeps. Pfc. Harry W. Nel- 
son of East Hampton, Conn., wet 
with dew and sweat and stripped 
of his ammunition and _ field 
equipment to speed his flight, | 
told what happened: | 

“They came right into us yell- 
ing ‘Kill G.I.s, kill G.l.s!" The 
artillery really clobbered them 
coming up but they ran right | 
through it. They swarmed into | 
the platoon and were clubbing 
guys in foxholes with rifle butts 
and throwing grenades. They just 
ran all over us and kept on 
going.” 

1:06 a.m.—The tanks arrived. 
Byrne sends a man down to guide 
them in. “You can relax now,” he 
says smiling. ‘The tanks are 
here,” 

5 a.m.—Dawn begins to bright- 
en the sky. The command post 
officers and men and the tank 
crews scan the ridges for ene- 
‘mies. They find them in the 
growing light working across the 
slope of the hill a few hundred 
yards northeast of us. 

Tank, machine-gun fire, rifle 
and mortar fire shatter the quiet. 
Exploding shells and the blast of 
gunfire are almost deafening. 
Tracer bullets give a faint pi 
glow to the morning mist. 

Byrne, the captain and I lean 
against a jeep to watch the shoot- 
ing. 

The captain's face is drawn 
and gray from fatigue. He has | 
had no sleep for two nights and 
only brief naps in the daytime. | 
He says: 

“Back home I used to say at 
night ‘Another day, another dol- , 
lar.” Now I say it in the morn- 
ing.” 

They were almost his 
words. 

7:30 am.—A spray of bullets 
whipped overhead. We crouched 
beside the jeep. At least one 
enemy machine gun on the ridge 
is firing long bursts at the com- 

post. The men scatter or 

just hit the dirt. The tanks wheel 

and fire toward the peak but the 

enemy guns send a steady stream 
of bullets overhead.

pany. The gap in the line is 
plugged and regiment is sending 
patrols up the valleys and ridges 
in search of the enemy remnants.

TO TRY TO DEFINE the substance of MacArthur's po- 
litical views, underneath his broad concept of democracy, is 
somewhat difficult. He would certainly resent being called a 
reactionary. He has a Wisconsin frontier “eritage, and he dis- 
likes heartily economic injustice and the abuse of privilege. 
In plain fact, though he once applauded the results of a 
Japanese election as showing a trend toward the “conservative 
philosophy of government,” he considers himself to be a dis- 
tinct liberal in many fields. He even said once that he hoped 
that after the occupation Japan would be “a little left of 
center.” 

MacArthur is, of course, horrified if anybody thinks that 
he and SCAP are overtly leftist. Once when he was about to 
receive the president of a celebrated university, he whispered 
to an aide, “Isn’t the man somewhat pink?” 

Let us reiterate MacArthur’s loftiness and sense of justice. 
After all he does not claim to be a philosopher, and his views 
on politics in the abstract may lack precision, but no one 
should doubt his tenacious and indisputable idealism. The 
loftiness does genuinely’ come from within; he is that rare 
thing in the modern world, a genuinely high person. This is 
not put on. It is part of his marrow and essence, and this is 
one reason why he is such an exciting man to meet.

THERE IS NO SUCH THING as a freely available hotel 
room in Tokyo; all living space is controlled by SCAP and 
everybody lives in billets. I did not know till we arrived 
where we were to be put up, and naturally it was a pleasant 
surprise to find that we had rooms in the Hotel Imperial, 
which is normally restricted to senior officers and a few 
civilians. : 

It was, as everybody knows, built by one of the greatest 


of all architects, Frank Lloyd Wright, and, an important . 


consideration in Japan, is earthquake proof. The Imperial is 
cheap, the best suite it can provide comes to about $4 a week. 

Getting money is a process. You go to the front desk and 
exchange American Express checks (the use of actual United 
States currency is forbidden) into Army scrip. With this you 
buy $5 chit books, in denominations of 10 cents (red) and 5 
cents (white) in a green cover, which pay for drinks or 
snacks. Next you get white meal tickets for 44 cents each; 
the price of meals being 44 cents, no matter what. Finally, 
if you wish to buy yen—Japanese currency—you may do s0 
by converting military payment certificates at the official rate, 
360 to the dollar. 

Japanese are of course not allowed inside the Imperial 
except as guests in somebody's room, and are seldom seen. 
They are not permitted in the public rooms or restaurants. 
Between 60 and 65 per cent of all buildings in Tokyo, a city 
with more than 6,000,000 people, were destroyed during the 
war but the methodical and busy-bee Japanese have rebuilt at 
such a pace that few scars remain.

NIGHT LIFE is copious and lively. The Japanese get 
drunk easily and when'they drink, they make noise. There 
must be at least 10,000 bars and boites de nuit in Tokyo; 
and some are as rough as anything I ever saw,.Port Said and 
Marseilles included. The Yoshiwara is still going full blast 
(of course it is off limits to G.I.’s); prostitution is a tremendous 
business in Japan. 

One day we went to the Kabuki theater, and between the 
acts met two of its most celebrated players, Ennosuke and 
Mitsugoro.

ls There a Real Cure for Organized 


Answer Is, Says Reporter Link, That There'll 
Always Be a Gambler Trying to Beat Law, but 


Strong Enforcement Can Keep Vice to Minimum 


This is the sixth and final ar- 
ticle in a series on organized 
erime in the United States by 
Theodere C. Link, Post-Dispatch 
reporter. The series-is based on 
his own observations in 27 years 
of crime reporting and on the

ATE one evening last Novem- 

ber at the Las Vegas, Nev., 

airport, Senator Estes Kefau- 
ver, tired from travel and the 
hard work of the Senate crime 
investigation, was* waiting for a 
plane to Los Angeles. 

“This is a much bigger job than 
I ever realized it would be,” he 
sighed as we waited. “What is 
the answer? What can we do? 
What is the cure?” 

Although the committe’s work 
was only a little more than half 
finished, the soft-spoken Tennes- 
sean already was wrestling with 
the problem of how to solve the 
serious national crime problem. 

“Is legalized gambling the an- 
swer, Senator?” I asked. 

“No, I don’t think so,” he re- 
plied. “Look what we just found 
in Nevada with its legalized gam- 
bling! The very officials who had 
the power to license gambling 
establishments are partners in the 
casinos. Even the lieutenant 
governor of the state and a mem- 
ber of the state tax commission 
had interests in the top gambling 
places.” i 

He recalled that Nevadans had 
insisted no organized gang was 
profiting from legalized gambling. 
But, Senator Kefauver added, 
while some gambling remained in 
local hands, there had been an 
increasing influx of big-time 
mobsters into Nevada from Cleve- 
land, Chicago, Dallas; San Fran- 
cisco and many other cities. 3 

Since that conversation, the Ke- 
fauver committee, on the basis of 
findings throughout the country, 
has announced it will recommend 
the following legislation: 

Strengthen income tax laws 
by extending the statute of lim- 
itations from three years to six 
years for failure to file returns, 
and make it a felony, instead 
of a misdemeanor, to file im- 
proper returns. 

Compel telephone and tele- 
graph companies to police their 
businesses by dete 
themselves whether their facili- 
ties are being used to break 


laws. 

Eliminate the absurd $27.50 
federal liquor license which is 
used to mask bootlegging of 
liquor from wet to dry states. 

Outlaw Continental Press 
Service, the Capone-controlled 

“life-line of the bookies.” 

We saw, as we traveled around 
the country, that vigorous prose- 
cution of the lawbreakers on the 
county and state level was the 
exception rather than the rule. 
And that can be ascribed, for the 
most part, to the poor quality of 
men elected as state and County 
prosecutors. , 

If prosecution is weak, it fol- 
lows that law-enfor¢éement will be 
weak. Many prosecutors plead 
that law-enforcement is the sher- 
iff’s responsibility but when there 
is a weak sheriff, he is often 
forced into action by a strong 
prosecutor, and vice versa. 

Now that the committee’s work 
is about ended, one of the most 
gratifying accomplishments to me 
was the unmasking of many venal 
law-enforcement officers and so- 
called “respectable citizens” who 
worked closely with the under- 
world. 

Sheriff after sheriff was ex- 
posed as a grafter, morally unfit 
for office. Prosecutors of many 
counties and many state officials 
were shown to be deeply involved 
ih graft and rackets. People in 
high places throughout the coun- 
try were shown to have close con- 
nections with the underworld. 

Some were publicly “spanked” 
by the Kefauver committee, oth- 
ers were removed from office as 
a result of the disclosures and 
still others, who were not called 
but who felt the hot breath of 
the Senators on their necks, have 
their shame to carry with them. 

In my opinion, a hoodlum is 
not half the threat to the govern- 
ment’s integrity as an official 
who has taken an oath of office 
to enforce the law. That official 
ostensibly is on the side of law 
and order. The hoodlum is known 


to be on the wrong side of the 
fence. But a corrupt official is on 
both sides, the legal and the 
illegal, and therein lies the 
threat. 

Even the racketeer who cor- 
rupts the venal politician has the 
greatest contempt for him. An 
Illinois sheriff who was taking 
money from gamblers was never 
referred to by his name. They 
always ¢alled him “Jerk.” A 
Florida sheriff deeply involved 
in the rackets was known to his 


confreres as ‘“‘Melonhead,” and he - 


was listed that way in their pay- 
off records. 
x * 


HERIFFS and high-ranking po- 

lice officers, with their badges 

and revolvers, busily working 
both sides of the street, are a 
greater potential danger than 
gangsters. If it were not for the 
corrupt officials, local mobs would 
remain only local and could 
never grow into national crime 
syndicates. 

I have often heard mobsters 
speak admiringly of an official 
they could not “reach.” They 
weren't making any money 
through the honest official but 
they respected him, grudgingly, 
even though they cursed him. 

For the prosecutors, sheriffs 
and police chiefs on their pay- 
rolls, the gangsters have com- 
plete contempt. They know that 
once an official starts taking 
money, his demands grow and 
grow until he is taking all -the 
“cream” from the rackets. 

One Illinois sheriff, I remem- 
ber, “cut in” his wife, as soon as 
he began getting a share of the 
profits from a racket. Then he 
cut in a brother, a brother-in-law, 
several cousins and finally began 
to invent persons whose names 
should be added to the payoff 
list. In disgust, the mobsters fin- 
ally threw in the sponge and 
shifted their operations to another 
county. 

Vigorous prosecutors are rare 
in our, country on the federal 
level, as well as the state and 
county levels. Perhaps the Sen- 
ate committee’s expose will re- 
vive swift and vigorous federal 
prosecution of law violators, in- 
stead of the laissez faire attitude 
so common in the past. 

Undoubtedly, the committee's 
recommendations, due next week, 
will cover fully weaknesses in the 
law on collection of income taxes. 
But there is no question in my 
mind that most of the current 
criticism of the Internal Revenue 
Bureau, which did so much in 
earlier years to put the master 
criminals behind prison bars, 
could have been averted if some 
of the bureau’s secrecy had been 
abolished earlier. 

The Department of Justice, 
which ultimately prosecutes in- 
come tax violators, is more or less 
a kingdom unto itself. Almost 


everything it does in handling tax . 


cases is wrapped in secrecy and

that secrecy apparently leads to 
abuses. 

Charges of favoritism for cer- 
tain lawyers, accountants and tax- 
payers might have been averted 
if the Justice Department were 
not so burdened with regulations 
that throw a cloak of secrecy 
around matters that are the pub- 
lic’s business. 

Regardless of what the bureau- 
crats in Washington say, there is 
no way to stop. political wire- 
pulling that is brought to bear 
so often in tax cases, unless the 
cases are fully publicized and the 
files open to public inspection. 
There are special instances, of 
course, where secrecy might be 
desirable. 

One man, as is often the case, 
or a few men, pass on a tax case 
that involves hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars. If they can be 
influenced politically — and in 
Washington and elsewhere that 
has happened—all the good work 
of intelligence unit agents in the 
field ean be speedily undone. 

And in immigration cases it is 
difficult to understand why there 
should be so much secrecy. An 
underworld character like Frank 
(Three-Fingered Frank) Coppola, 
Mafia leader twice deported as an 
undesirable alien, is cloaked in se- 
crecy by the immigration and 
naturalization service. Sylvester 
Carollo, New Orleans racketeer, 
also is a subject of secrecy, as far 
as the immigration authorities are 
concerned. 

Yet both men exerted all pos- 
sible political pressure to remain 
in the United States. Only meager 
records of their cases have been 
made available to reporters. Cop- 
pola had Charles Binaggio, gang- 
in his be- 
half, using every possible political 
connection to keep Coppola in the 
United States. When Binaggio 
failed, Coppola hired a former 
Kansas ne Sao 


tee attaches great importance 

to its recommendation that 
Continental Press Service, “Public 
Enemy No. 1,” be stopped, the 
Senators realize that elimination 
of the wire service will not elim- 
inate bookies. 

No matter what is done about 
the racing wire service, I believe, 
there will always be a gambler 
trying to beat the law. They’ve 
been doing it since ancient days. 
Gambling, like murder and vice, 
cannot be completely eliminated 
but can be kept to a minimum by 
efficient, strong law-enforcement. 


A LTHOUGH the Senate commit- 


A gambling law violation 
punishable only by a fine is not 
much of a deterrent to a gambler. 
He reasons, a fine is a cheap price 
to pay for a slight interruption in 
his work.

But most gamblers and mob- 
sters desperately fear running 
afoul of federal laws enforced by 
the FBI, postal inspectors and the 
Secref Service. The possibility of 
a long prison sentence is a strong 
deterrent. 

As the committee assembled 
the pieces of the crime jigsaw 
puzzle across the country, several 
gamblers testified sarcastically 
about the states with legal race 
tracks operating ostensibly to 
“improve the breed of thorough- 
breds.” 

Most race tracks have in their 
by-laws statements that the races 
are run to improve the breed—a 
bit of “malarkey” invented by 
Kentucky—but everyone over the 
age of 6 knows the tracks are 
operated for betting and the con- 
sequent profits to the tracks and 
the 27 states that permit them to 
operate. 

The most common lament of 
gamblers around the Kefauver 
circuit was that there is absolute- 
ly no moral difference between 

on a horse at a race track 
and placing a bet on the same 
horse away from the track. 


I found many supporters for 
a plan to place handbook ope?a- 
tors under state or city: license 
in all states in which racing is 
legal. But I do not believe legal- 
ized gambling in any form would 
solve the problem. 

One gambler suggested face- 
tiously that the only way to stop 
betting on horse races would be 
to shoot all the horses. Even 
that wouldn’t solve anything. If 
those who like to wager can’t bet 
on horses, they will bet on races 
among men, tortoises, milk wag- 
ons and even cockroaches, as 
they do in Mexico. - 

Not long ago I took an infor- 
mal poll among my gambler ac- 
quaintances. About half thought 
legalized gambling was the an- 
swer fo the problem. Knowing 
the cupidity of man, however, 
some conceded it would fail. 

One explained: “Since there is 
so much demand for gambling, as 
indicated by the tremendous sums 
bookies handle, why not experi- 
ment to see if it can be conducted 
honestly and bring in enough 
money to provide decent state 
pensions for the old and sick. ‘But 
I doubt if it will work because 
there are so many chiselers in 
this world.” 

Another gambler, discussing the 
suggestions for a solution, said: 
“Go ahead, cut off the wire serv- 
ice, eliminate use of phones, 
wires and tickers, and the gam- 
blers will revive the Pony Express 
to survive.”

N the Kefauver hearings, the 
Senators considered a suggestion 
that legitimate news of racing re- 

sults continue to go to newspa- 
pers. However, a witness in the 
East expressed the belief that if 
only newspapers were permitted 
to get the information, 300 to 400 
so-called newspapers — actually 
throw-away sheets backed by 
gamblers — would spring up all 
over the country. They would cry 
that “freedom of the press” was 
being hampered if they were not 
permitted to receive racing news, 
he predicted. 

And have our lawmakers ever 
given any thought to the moral 
issues involved in our Govern- 

nt profiting, through taxes, on 
ual activities in the various 
states which have laws enacted by 
the majority of the people ex- 
ties? wae 


One prize example is the col- 
lection of a $150 Federal tax on 
slot machines even in states 
where they are forbidden by law. 
Recently laws were enacted pro- 
hibiting interstate shipment of 
gambling devices and the tax in- 
creased $50 but nothing was done 
to clarify the impropriety of the 
Government profiting on illegal 
gambling devices. 

The Government collects taxes 
and has knowledge that the taxes 
are derived from the ‘breaking of 
the laws of the states. In effect 
it condones wrong-doing for the 
money it makes. It might sound 
far-fetched but for the sake of a 


profit derived 
murder? What would the Govern- 
ment do then—take the money? 
Some of the criminal profits stem 
from murders so the moral ques- 
tion is not far removed. 

The cure for the disease of or- 
ganized crime that the Senators 
have been seeking is extremely 
difficult to find. 

I know that alert and honest 
law-enforcement—even enforce- 
ment of laws now on the books 
and not strengthened by the com- 
mittee’s recommendations—would 
go a long way toward correcting 
the dangerous situation we are in.

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ver, director of the FBI, has 
stuck in my mind. At the Wash- 
ington hearing, he said he did 
not believe crime, political cor- 
ruption and gambling could exist 
in a community without local law- 
enforcement officers knowing 
about it. Then he added: 

“The officers would have to be 
either stupid or venal, and I don’t 
believe most officers are stupid.” 

Senator Charles W. Tobey’s 
plea for a return to fundamen- 
tals and to religion is excellent 
but if I were in the driver's 
seat and wanted to curtail gam- 
bling and its attendant evils, I 
would work to invoke heavier pen- 
alties for federal or state viola- 
tions of the laws.

UT a penitentiary sentence in 
P: gambler’s path and lots of gam- 

blers would start raising petu- 
nias or guinea pigs. There will be 
a howl that prisons already are 
overcrowded but to be realistic, 
we would have to build more. 

The situation was put succinct- 
ly by Capt. Joseph A. Wren, an 
honest police officer who heads 
the St. Louis gambling squad. 
Telling of arresting a group of 
men and women in a handbook, 
Wren said they were employes of 
James J. Carroll, operator of the 
largest gambling business in the 
United States. 

“But I thought he had re- 
tired?” Senator Kefauver asked. 

“Oh, they all tell you that, Sen- 
ator, when they are arrested,” 
Capt. Wren replied. “But the next 
day, they set up business some- 
where else.” 

I believe Senator Kefauver and 
his colleagues, in their 11 months 
of work, have set back the un- 
derworld five years. Ties between 
gangsters and crooked officials 
have been exposed. Workings of 
the crime syndicates fave been 
given full publicity. It will take 
at least five years before the 
super-government of crime is 
functioning smoothly again. 

And it will take a lot longer 
if the public remembers what it 
learned from the Senate commit- 
tee’s investigation. Of course, peo- 
ple forget quickly, but I believe 
public opinion was so much 
aroused—particularly by the tele- 
casts of the hearings in St. Louis, 
Los Angeles, New Orleans, Wash- 
ington and New York—that voters 
will be more careful in their fu- 
ture. choices of public officials. 

Then, too, weak officials might 
retain for a long time the “ring- 
ing in their ears” produced by the 
Kefauver disclosures.

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Effect of School Failures 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D.

‘ UCCESS and failure in school 
4% Dave an exaggerated and un- 

desirable effect on children. 
Dr. R. A. Moon in a recent med- 
ical article points up this prob- 
lem very clearly. 

For instance, a recent school 
study estimated that there are 
12,000 emotionally maladjusted 
children out of a population of 
400,000 in Kansas. Every year 
about 2000 cases of juvenile delin- 
quency appear before Kansas 
courts. A great number of these 
cases, according to various au- 
thorities, are traceable to failure 
in school or have been aggravated 
by school failures. 

Apparently the crux of the 
problem lies in the attitude of 
4athers and mothers and teachers 
toward school children. That is, 
every child is expected to perform 


equally well and is shamed or 
ridiculed for failure. This in spite 
- Phe al ge nage Be seers are in- 
with e aptitudes 
and abilities. —— 
: & = 
PARENTS PUNISH their chil- 
dren for failing to pass to the 
next grade, for bringing home 
only fair marks on report cards, 
or even for failing to get superior 
grades in all studies. However, 
they do not expect adults to be 
— talented in all kinds of 
wor 


Fathers and mothers too often 
make their children feel it is 
shameful and disgraceful to fail 
without making any effort to find 
the causes of the failure. Usually 
a child doesn’t fail in school be- 
cause of laziness. He may fail 
from visual or hearing defects, 


aptitudes of their slower pupils. 
A child for whom arithmetic is 


teacher captures his enthusiasm 
for all school work by her in- 
terest in his art work.

SOME SCHOOL SYSTEMS 
have made great strides in the 
handling of the exceptional child. 
Programs have been made more 
flexible instead of being designed 
strictly for the average pupil. The 
old-fashioned and arbitrary re- 
port card is giving way to indi- 
vidual letters from teachers to 
parents setting forth the pupil’s 
progress and, capabilities.

Instead of shaming the failing 
child, find out what is the under- 
lying cause for failure. Deafness, 
need for glasses, troubles in the 
home that distract a child, chronic 
iliness, and high intelligence are 
more often causes of failure than 
mental déficiency. 

The moral stigma of disgrace 
must be removed from failure so 
that every child, whether he suc- 
ceed or fail, will still feel loved 
and appreciated for the capabil- 
ities he does possess. Then he 
will be able to develop an out-go- 
ing pe and be capable of 
loving and of living in harmony 
with his fellows. When this is 
achieved, crime and delinquency 
become less. frequent and
